The severity of th* food situation by 1942-43 can be 
Judged by such an unpracadantad fact as th* import of grain 
fron Genasny in th* stumer of 1943, with th* help of which 
th* Bulgarian Government was able to forestall a further 
cutting down of th* bread ration. Geroany carried out even 
this deal to her own advantage, sine* instead of 35,000 tons 
of rya and 6,000 tons of barlay, she received f roe the new 
crop in th* fall of 1943, 35,000 tons of wheat and 6,000 
tons of corn. 

Th* 1943 hairvsst in Bulgaria turned out to b* such 
larger than th* year before. This permitted an increase 
in the bread ration*. In Septenber, 1943, tb* usual civilian 
ration waa raised fron 300 to $00 grans, it ration of BOO 
gratae wes set for laborers, and 1,000 grams a day for siiner*.

Th* peasant's ocnpulsory deliveries to the Stats of grain and 
foddar, are reckoned fron the land area which th* peasant 
is required to sow, by order of tho local authorities based 
upon an act of th# council of alniuters. Th# local author- 
ities have been nqpowered to increase th* amounts of these 
ocnpulsory dslivariss, depending upon th# condition of the 
crops.

At the sane tin* th* nunbers of products subject to 
requisition has increased. In February, 1943, by government 
decision, th# sale of cotton and cotton yam is forbiddan. 

The r aquisit lcnii comaisaion was given tha task of taking 
away from tb* pi'Odacers ty 1 April, 1943, *11 of th* cotton 
rMSInlng from tb* 1942 crop. In th* fall of 1943, oil 
r*i 1 iJm riea of tb* last year’s crop, and tha antir* 1943 
crop, waa a trounced aa being a State 'und, and eubjsct to 
requisitions. The government ordered ala® a coaplat# account- 
ing of th* whole amount of tb# 1943 win* »nd vodka pro diet ion, 
and of tha other eupplie*. 

If a satisfactory harvest of grain permitted a significant 
lswnovwaeat in the bread supply of th* nation, nevertheless 
the condi tion of animal husbandry remains totally unsatisfactory. 
Livestock suffered particularly (hiring th* last two years. 

Tbe masher of bmd of cattle decreased and th* meat, pro diet 
per head beeams less. According to sead-offieial data, in 
Balmarla (within the limits of old borders) In 1943 there 
sere 2.3 nillioa head of eettla, 12.6 million shaap, 2 million 
goete, 1.14 edition hogs, and 18.2 Billion chickens.

General dlaaatlafaction of the working people takaa 
the form of active oppoaition to the government, and above 
all, In the guerrilla movement, which wen started by the 
initiative of the Bulgarian Home Front. 

Since the beginning of 1944, the Government, with a 
viww to gaining; the support of the people, inaugurated an 
extenaive propagandist campaign for tha founding of a non- 
'partjr organisation, «Tha Social Forca". Thia organization, 
according to ita initiators, was to unite (around the Govern- 
ment and Parliament) all utrata of society interested in pre- 
eei-ving the preeent governmental organization and also inter- 
ested in the territorial gains of Bulgaria in 1940-1941. 

Reports from Bulgaria point to -the complete failure of 
this undertaking of the government from its very beginning, 
for the reason that the authors are unable to clearly state 
the aims of this organization, which has been able to draw 
into its sHsibsTship only government and communal officials 
and certain representatives of the middle end petty bourgeois#. 

The numerous propagandiat trips throughout the country 
undertaken sines the beginning of 1944 by ministers and 
deputies of parliament for the explanation of the internal 
and foreign policies of tha Bulgarian Government have not 
brought about ths expected reaulte. On the contrary, there 
it a growth in the wide-spread opposition to the policy of 
the regents ami the government as a whole. 

Numerous expeditions against guerrillas have proved un- 
successful. Coivminicatlon of the Bulgarian guerillas with 
the Greek, Albanian, and Yugoslavian guerrilla units has been 
reported, The guerrillas operate primarily in tha mountains 
• of Central and South Bulgaria. 

The govonuient expedition against the guerrillas during 
the whole of 1943 with the participation of more than 20,000 
eoldlars and officers equipped with the moat varied military 
technique failed to bring about the expected results. 

In spite of the strained internal political situation 
of the country,, the fate of the Bulgarian political regime 
'depends chiefly on the external circumstances, that is, on 
the international situation of the nearest future. 

The decisive moment will be the strengthening of the 
weakening of Ovenan pressure on Bulgaria which in its turn 
will depend on the development of the war in the nearest future.
